Canada's  Ijeague  Outlay 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  have 
Canada's  asseaament  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  'League  of  Nations  re- 
duced. This  announcement  waa  made 
tonight  during  a  discussion  of  an 
Item  of  ISiO.OdO  In  the  estimates  for 
Canada's  share  of  the  expenses  of 
the  secretariat  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions, 

In  reply  to  the  Liberal  leader,  eir 
George  Foster  explained  that  the  ex- 
penditures for  the  League  were  now 
npportloned  among  the  members  on 
the  same  standard  aa  waa  employed 
In  the  postal  union.  On  this  basis 
Canada,  which  ranked  hh  a  first  cla.ss 
nation  In  the  postal  union,  was  r^'- 
iponalble  for  the  same  ahare  of  tho 
rxpenaes  of  the  league  as  Great 
Britain  or  France.  TThe  question  was 
now  under  advisement,  and  an  effort 
was  belAg  made  to  revise  the  postal 
union  baaia  ao  aa  to  relieve  Canada 
and  aome  other  of  the  smaller  coun- 
tries of  an  excessive  burden.  It  w.as 
hardly  likely,  however,  that  thi^  ar- 
langement  could  be  put  through 
before  July,  and  in  that  case  Canada 
next  year  would  be  responsible  for 
tile  same  amount  as  last  year,  name- 
ly,  |t90,0*0. 

If  the  arrangements  1  o,v  undo.- 
conalderation  for  the  revision  of  th«j 
financial  baaia  did  not  succeed,  ~nhe 
question  would  come  before  the  next 
meeting  of  the  assembly  of  the 
Iieague. 

Hon.  X.  W.  Rowell  protested 
against  Canada  bring  called  upon  to 
ahare  In  the  cost  of  the  commission 
on  communications  and  transports, 
formation  of  which  she  had  opposed. 
Col.  A.  J.  Currle,  Nprth  Slmeoe,  crit- 
ielaed  tho  Cftaadlan  delegates  to  the 
League  AsMmbly  for  having  asalated 
in  the  attempt  to  eliminate  Arlcle  10, 
whloh,  he  declared  was  the  bnck 
bone  of  the  covenant.  Such  nctio?i 
was  only  giving  heart  to  the  ene- 
rjlea  of  Great  Britain  and  France.

Lee  LewlM.  iiead  of  the 
chemistry  department  of  the  North- 
western University,  and  Inventor  of 
the  deadly  gaa  "Lewisite,"  perfected 
Just  BS  tho  war  closed. 

"\Vc  face  the  possibility  in  the  naval 
warfare  of  the  future  of  arnior- 
pler<'ing  toxic  and  tear  shellH, 
Kniokc  screens,  toxic  smoke  I'louds 
and  Invisible  toxic  fumes,"  said  Prof. 
Lewis.  "We  also  may  consider  in  this 
connection  parallel  defensive  ineas- 
uret,  such  as  a  gaa  mask  for  a  whole 
battleship. 

"An  oAttre  ship,  however,  might  bo 
protected  from  gasses  and  smoke  by 
a  gigantic  gas  mask  canister,  or  series 
of  canisters,  over  the  ship's  ventilat- 
ing system. 

"I'uture  battles  will  not  be  lo  the 
strong,  but  to  tho  superior  intelli- 
gence."

The  newspaper  cialma  that 
theao  meetinga,  wlUch  were  held  pre- 
paratory to  tbe  eoalsraasa  of  the 
Miners'  FsdsmHaa  of  Great  Britain 
here  on  Friday,  atood  14  to  1  ta  fhvor 
of  the  demands  ef  the  union. 

A  Btatemenl  waa  Iseued  by  the 
minere'  fod«:ration  last  night,  declar- 
ing that  Premier  Lloyd  Georges  ad- 
dress la.  tha  Mottsa  of  Coaunoas  on 
Monday  iM  hot  satfy  tha  poaribUity 
of  a  settlement  further  than  where  it 
stood  laat  week.  The  statement  de- 
clarM  Mr.  IJoyd  Oeorae  "has  not  yet 
grasped  the  eaaenttal  fraturee  of  the 
national  wage  pool,"  and  that  he  la 
"obseaaed  by  the  view  that  tbe  miners 
denuind  a  pool  of  profits,  whereas 
their  propoesl  Is  remote  from  the 
avsvadav  of  fvaHA** 

It  la  auggeated  that  there  shall  be 
levied  a  certain  amount  on  each  ton 
i>f  coal,  this  money  being  used  for  the 
purtiose  of  establishing  tbe  wage  pool. 
It  ia  proposed  that  the  aum  levied 
should  be  figured  as  one  of  the  ele- 
menta  of  tha  cost  of  production.  The 
stataa&t  assarta  that  this  msthed  of 
ptovMlav  tmmtm  fsr  tbe  pool  la  per- 
feetly  feaaible,  *-ut  that  the  mine 
owners  have  refused  to  accept  It  "on 
inade<iii.ite    .md    nii.sf.-»ken  Rrounds."

I  may  aay  my  friend  does  not  know

He  has  managed,  somehow,  to  keep 
the   premiums  on  his  life  insurance 
policy  paid  up  and  it  has  been  in 
force  for  upwards  of  a  decade.  Now, 
Mr.  Editor,  should  tha  H^O  odd  de- 
duction from  hla  salary  for  super- 
annuation  purposes  he  enforced  he 
will  perforce  have  to  drop  his  Insur- 
ance.    N'ow  what  would  that  mean? 
Simply  this.     Should  he  die   (say  in 
c  ne  year)  his  wife  would  receive  the 
munificent  sum  of  |«o   (th«  actual 
amount  he  had  paid  Into  tho  Oov- 
ernmant  coffers)  plus  6  per  cent  in- 
terest, as  against  13.000  cash  If  that 
aame  IS.

I'pon  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from 
rational  headquarters  refusing  to 
circularise  the  primary  chapters  on 
the  queatlon  of  the  preaentatlon  of  a 
Jeweled  badge  to  Mrs.  John  Bruce, 
who  for  eighteen  years  held  office  as 
national  treaaurer  and  was  for  one

The     N  1- 
tional    iiointed    out   that   no  decora- 

\  tionn  will  now  bo  preeented  except 
l.fe  membership  pins,  and  the  letter 
also  pointed  out  that  money  was  be- 
ing ralaed  In  the  Order  for  the  War 
Memorial  Fund  which  was  not  yet 
completed.-  The  resolution  reads  as 
follows:  "The  Provinc  lal  Chapter  01 
r.rltUh  Columbia,  in  annual  session 
HfMnmbled,  have  received  with  much 
surprlJte  the  refuK-il  of  the  National 
txecutlvc  to  the  request  that  the 
Chnptera  In  Canada  be  clrcalarlsed 
with  the  view  to  ascertaining  their 
pleasure  and  securing  their  eo- 
operation  in  presentinjj  to  Mrw,  .Tohn 
iJruee.

A  ProTlncial  Income  Tax 
The  argument  for  brcAdenlng  the 
baala  of  taxation  by  the  Introduction 
of  a  peraonal  income  tax  i*  thus  Ir- 
reaistlble,  whether  looked  at  from  tbf 
atandpolnt  of  Juatlce  to  tho  tajpay- 
era  or  from  that  of  the  ilnancial  lo  edK 
of  the  municipalities.  JJut  a  peraonal 
income  tax  Hhould  be  levied  only  upon 
residents  of  tho  Province,  at  their 
place  of  reaidoaeo,  and  In  roapect  of 
their  whole  net  Incomea  from  what- 
ever aouree  arlalng.  The  rate,  too, 
ahould  be  progrpsalve.  or  >:radnair-.l.

of  wages  posted  by  the  contractors 
for  the  drydock  work  was  voiced  by 
niemliers  of  (he  \'ictori:i  Tnule!4  ami 
Labor  Cotmcil  diirliiK  the  roiir>'o  i.f 
a  conf  •reiiie  held  Inst  evenInK  be- 
tween the  Council  and  Fair  Wane 
Ofllcer  Bulger,  who  came  i,\er  from 
Vancouver  at  the  requeat  of  the  local 
body  to  discuss  tha  whole  quaation 
of  wagee  and  hear  complaints  made 
itgalnat  them.
